The attention of the nation has be- 


come focused in' recent months on a 
fact of tremendous importance—the 
collapse of private investment in the 
United States.

Very suddenly everywhere men have 


come to see what economists have been 
trying to tell them for some years— 
hat the rise iri business activity due 
o government borrowing is not re 
covery.' They see now, after this hai 
been/attempted for six years while 
still 11,000,000 people are out of work 
ihat sofne other way to recovery has1 


.o be found. 


They begin to see that there js 


something about our economic system 
which they did not understand before. 
And so here in,this series I shall try 
to outline--just how. our economic sys- 
tem works, what makes-the-wheels, go 
around, what it'is that has shut off the 
power and how thatipower 'again may 
be flooded into the machine. 


The business of our economic sys- 


tem is to produce goods and to get 
them distributed by meanS of a de- 
vice called money. If I manufacture 
with my hands a dozen shirts, the 
shirts ate mine. I want to sell them. 
And others need them. They will get 
them from me only by exchanging 
their money for my shirts. 
v 


The people who want to obtain 


goods have to have money to ex- 
change for those goods. That money is 
their 'money income. The materia 
things which I make constitute my 
natural income, 


Money I receive for my work, 


in any • other way, constitutes 
my 


money income. I use my money in- 
come to buy the natural income pro- 
duced by others. This is the first im- 
portant fact to keep in mind. 


"Money Income" is Purchasing 


Power 


We know how goods are produced. 


But how is money income produced 
Because that is at, the bottom of all 
our trouble,. We know how to produci 
plenty of goods, but apparently we di 
now know how to produce enougl 
money income to enable us all to buy 
what is produced. 


The answer is simple. Just ask your 


elf where your money income come 
from. It comes from your work. Som 
man or corporation running a busines, 
or factory pays you to'work for him in 
producing goods. To produce 
he has to spend money in various way 
—for rent, for interest, for raw ma 
terials, for wages, salaries, etc. 


These expenditures are called th 


costs of production. But these cost 
of productlpn which he spends ar 
really money payments which go ou 
into the hands of other people, Thes 
money incomes produced in all th 
come of the nation is the sum tpta 
of all these moiipy payments paid ou 
as part of the cost of producin 
goods. 


Therefore, money income is pro 


duced in precisely the'same place a 
goods. The factory that produces good 
also produces money income. Th 
money inncomes produced in all th 
factories and 
other enterprises i 


the United States constitute the pur 
chasing power available to buy th 
joods produced in those factories. 


Money Income Must Be 


Active 


Very often, when factories produce 


nore than they can sell, the owner 
Jiinks he can correct things by su- 
spending production. That will put an 
end to increasing the goods and so, he 
thinks, the money income produced 
will catch up with the goods. 


But what he overlooks is that when 


you close a factory you not only stop 
producing goods but you also stop 
producting money income. 


So the great problem of the nation 


is to produce and keep on producing 
money income in sufficient quantities 
to buy the goods produced. And to 
keep the money income active. 


How is that to be done? Economists 


understand this. It is merely neces- 
sary to make administrators and po- 
loUcians and business men understand 
it. 7hf one way—and this, is the cen- 
tral idea of o,ur whole economy—is to 
keep all of our money income in

PARIS.—(/P)—French naval officials 


said they had established that the sub- 
marine Phenix with a reported 71 
men aboard had sunk approximately 
eight miles northeast of Cam Ranh 
Bay. 


The location of the disaster, these of- 


ficials declared, was shown on naval 
m^ps to be in water between 365 and 
375 feet deep. 


The maps also showed, they said, that 


in that part of the Chinese Sea the 
ocean's bed is flat without rocky 
ledges which might have fouled and 
wrecked the Phenix. 
^Authorities said two cruisers, three 
coastguard boats an dtwo other vessels 
were continuing their search in an at- 
tempt to find the Phenix. 


Only her sister submarine, Espoir 


(Hope), had turned back to Saigon. 


Naval officials said that at such a 


depth where the Phenix had gone 
down there would have been little pos- 
sibility of getting the men out alive 
even if the ship itself had withstood 
the tremendous water pressure.

Arkansas Governor Asks 


Private Loan of 


$140,000,000 


NEW YORK.— (/P) -Gov, 
Carl E. 


Bailey of Arkansas declared hero Sat- 
urday that he would remain in New 
York until he had borrowed |140,000,000 
from "private sources" to refund his 
stales highway debt. 


The governor made the announce- 


ment as he dedicated Arkansas' ex- 
iibit at the New York world's fair in 
a special "Arkansas Day" program at- 
tended by approximately 1,000 dele- 
gates from that state. 


Bailey and the delegation were 


greeted with a 19-gun gubernatorial 
salute as they paraded into the grounds 
under a hot sun, After signing the 
guest book at Perylon hall, the Ark- 
ansans went to the Court of Peoce to 
review U. S. Army Navy and Marine 
Corps units from the nearby camp. 


The dedicatory exercises at the'Ark- 


ansas exhibit followed a luncheon with 
Fair President Grover Whalen at Fery- 
lon hall and a reception by the gover- 
nor of friends and fair officials. 


Bailey told the fair crowd Arkansas 


was a "dirty shop window" which he 
was helping clean so America could see 
the "attractive merchandise inside." He 
pointed to the stale's $225,000,000 worth 
of good roads built since 1927 many 
navigable streams, parks, and cultural 
activities. He said school appropria- 
tions were the highest in the state's 
history and its tuberculosis program 
the "finest in the nation" with a death 
rate of only 48 per 100,000 persons. 


Accompanying the governor were 


Mrs. Bailey, their daughter, Elizabeth, 
and John G. Lonsdale, Jr., the state's 
"ambassador of good will by appoint- 
ment of the governor," who said he 
had visited 36 states "helping clean the 
shop window.." 


Following the ceremonies the gover- 


nor and his official party spent the re- 
mainder of the da ytouring the fair 
grounds.

An egg only 24 hours old that has

Eggs should be'kept in the refriger- 


ator in the next to the coolest spot. If 
the shells are soiled, wipe them with 
a rough, dry cloth. But do not wash 
them, because water 
removes the 


"bloom" of the egg th;it foi'ms a pro- 
tective seal for the shell. 


In cooking, eggs can be used in a 


variety of ways because of their ver- 
satile protein. They may-be used for 
leavening, thickening, or 
clarifying 


cloudy soups. They are used in bind 
foods together in croquettes—to "sta- 
bilize" the soil in a mayonnaise dress-

In warm weather, when meals are 


lighter, egg souffles or omelets make 
excellent main dishes. Eggs Benedict, 
hard-cooked eggs in tomato, or curry 
sauce, and baked eggs in tomato cups 


are some other main-dish possibillics. 
Hard-cooked eggs are used freely in 
the summertime for salads and sand- 
wiches. Fluffy angel cakes, custards, 
and ice croa'rrts are a few. of the des- 
serts that make use of eggs. 


In egg cooking, the secret of success 


is "always cook slowly at moderate 
even heat." High temperatures shrink 
the protein and make the eggs tough. 
Use n double boiler for most egg 
dishes cooked ntop the stove. For-on 
omelet use a smooth heavy pan and 
very low. heat. 


Many frozen,,dishes, especially those 


made in a mechanical refrigerator 
without stirring, call for beaten egg 
whites. The tiny bubbles of beaten 
white prevent Die ice crystals from 
getting together to form large, icy 
masses that make the ice croam gainy.
